Decatur Will 
Try to Capture 


Another Industry 


Messrs W. A Baldwin, and B. M. 


Clark of the Oleveand Oo-Ope1 alive Stove 
company, have been visiting several cities 
in Illinois. They were at Springfield 
recently, but failed t > acomphsh any- 
thing BO far as known 
They want to 


establish a large branch of their works 
m some Illinois city. 


Tae proposition made by the firm is m 


effect tnat they will establish a branch of 
their works in that city that will require 
an investment of 375,000 in the plant and 
buildings, which are to be of brick with 
slate roofs 
The fonndrj proper will be 


a building 65x127 feet, 'ihe warehouse 
to be a four story building 55i200 feet 
There will also be office and other smaller 
buildings 
The buildings are expected to 


coat from 830,000 to $40,000 
They will 


employ 100 skilled workmen, earning an 
average of 815 per week, which would 
make their pay-roll 81,500 per week, or 
about 880.000 per annum for skilled labor 
In consideration of establishing the works 
m Springfield, they ask that they be given 
fave acres of ground and $ 30,000 m money 
luia they consider only a fair equivalent 
for benefit to be derived fiomthe busi- 
ness men and property ow ners of the city 
Springfield is only one of tifteen or twenty 
other cities in Illinois which are available 
for the location, and the Cleveland com- 
pany will locate their factory here or Ise 
where onl> on conditions named 
Some 


city will doubtless jump at the chance to 
secure so valuable (in industry. 


The Cleveland Co-operative Stove com- 


pany have one branch already at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn , that is doing a good busi- 
ness, and if they establish another here 
it is their purpose to make it a first class 
enterprise 


In this connection it is proper to saj 


that the Rathbone, Sard i, Co sUvte 
factory, for which Anrora contributed 
fafty acres of ground and 860000 in 
money, is only a branch of the main 
Albany establishment, and did not secure 
the removal of the mam factory to that 
city, as was given out at the time. Bui 
what that city did get was probably worth 
all that was paid for it

A Plea for Foital Telegraphy. 


WASHIKOTOS, March 12.—Gardner O. 


Hubbard, of this city, addressed the 
House committee on post-offices and 
post-roads yesterday on the general 
subject of postal telegraphy. He pre- 
faced his remarks by the statement that 
he wanted cheap telegraphy. To re- 
dace the telegraphic rates, he said, 
would increase the number of tele- 
grams Bent. Dr. (ireene had told tho 
committee that 10S.DOU telegrams were 
sent in New York City in one day. 
If 


an increase in proportion to the popula- 
tion were kept up for the whole country, 
the number of telegrams sent in one 
year in the United States would be 623,- 
000,000 instead of 54,000,000. Even this 
would be one telegram for every five 
letters. By increasing the telegraph 
facilities the business also would be in- 
creased- This w»s proved by tho fact 
that the telegraph companies give busi- 
ness firms private wires and low rates 
in order to secure a larger business. 
There was no such provision for social 
businea*. 


In answer to Chairman liingham, Mr. 


Hubbard said that as a general proposi- 
tion uniformity of rate* he thought, 
v/oitjd largely increase tho telegraphic 
fcmin*££. The people wanted a uni- 
form rate, 
because they liked sim- 


pKcity; tbey could understand it better. 


Mr. Eabbard said that he favored the 


general scope of tho Wanamakor bill. 
He did not bedieve in the Government 
assuming complete control of tho tele- 
graph lines. 
Twenty-two years ago, 


Mr. Hubbard said, he had appeared be- 
fore the committee on post-olllces and 
poet-roads, and every session of Con- 
gress since that time he had appeared 
"before it, and before other committees. 
In only one instance had there been an 
adverse report on tbo subject. Tho 
agitation before Congress had not been 
•without result to tbo country in the 
matter of telegraphic and posVal rates. 


Mr. flubbard dfffered materially from 


Dr. Green in his statement concerning 
•Uio expend!turei of the Western Union 
In constructing new lines, and main- 
taining them. He claimed that the 
Western Union company, on account ol 
lits large number of useless wires, could 
not run its lines economically. 


In answer to a question of Representa- 


tive Candler, of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Hubbarb said that he thought the ton- 
cent rate provided£or in'the Postmaster 
General's bill wastoolow. He believed 
It more important to keep up the rates 
for shorter distances, and to reduce 
them for long distances. He thought 
that three rates for the day messages 
could be established, and that they 
would prove satisfactory. These were 
fifteen, twenty-five and thirty oents, ac- 
cording to tbe distance covered. A uni- 
form night rate of tfrenty-five cents 
should be maintained. 


A Succeuful Teet. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—A practical
